As an appropriate tribute to 
thé “‘entente cordiale’”’ on each of them 
was imprinted a portrait of King Ed- 
ward, reproduced with remarkable clear- 
ne The dealer saw a great chance to 
make a name for himself.

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Combes’ Policy Given Majority 
by Chamber 


Vote Taken After Boisterous Debate, 
in Which Premier’s Reference 
to the Royalists Nesulted 
in His Being Called 
a Br.gand. 


Paris, October 22.—By a vote of 325 to 
237 the chamber of deputies tonight ap- 
Proved the government tn the rupture of 
diplomatic relations between France and 
the vatican by the recall of Ambassador 
Nisard,. 

The vote was taken after a boisterous 
@emsion, in the course of which Deputy 
Baudry d’Asson called Prime Minister 
Combes a brigand and was restrained 
with difficulty from personally assaulting 
the premier. 

In his epeech, M. Combes replied to the 
criticisms made during the two days’ 
debafe in the chamber. He said the rup- 
ture of relations between the vatican 
and France showed the imposstbility of 
comtinuing the present concordat _be- 
tween the church and state. The vatican 
had sought to discipline the bishop of 
Laval before an ecclesiastica] court, which 
the French laws did not recognize. 

The royalists had charged the bishop 
with frequenting a Carmelite convent 
and writing love letters to the nuns. Chris- 
tian charity, the premier said, ought to 
save and protect the bishop against the 
royalist charges, but it was evident that 
Satan was continuing in his work. 

This reference to the royalists brought 
on violent disorder, Baudry 4’Asson 
shouting, ““‘The royalists are better than 
such a brigand as you.” 

The ushers held back M. Baudry ad’ As- 
son as he sought to throw himself upon 


M. Combes continuing, said Pope Pius 
X had seized upon the incident of the 
bishop of Laval in order to disavow the 
policy of Pope Leo. The rea] reason for 
the prosecution of the bishop, he de- 
clared, was that the latter respected the 
laws of France and refused to recognize 
the preponderance of religious over civil 
power. 

Declares Separation Inevitable. 


“In the light of such incidents,” said | 


the prime minister, “the separation of 
church and state has become inevitable. 
Those who advise a revision of the con- 
cordat are dupes who would condemn 
the government to final humilation. lt 
am in favor of a free church, but with 
the same freedom as our other institu- 
tions have. In reality, it is the pope 
who wants separation. He wants to en- 
slave the state as he ensiaves the church. 
Let those who will perform penance be- 
fore popes; I have neither the time nor 
the taste for such practices.” 

M. Ribot, leader of the opposition, re- 
plied to M. Combes, declaring that the 
premier was a theologian gone astray 
as a politician, and he accused the 
prime minister of fiippancy. M. Combes 
made an angry retort, whereupon great 
disorder ensued 

M. Ribot demanded the right to speak 
freely and M. Combes responded, ‘“‘free- 
ly, but not insolently.”". Thereupon M. 
Ribot left the tribunal, declining to pro- 
ceed. M. Combes sought to explain, 
but his volce was drowned amid the dis- 
order that prevailed, ang he finally with- 
drew his remarks to M. Ribot. The lat- 
ter thereupon resumed his speech. He 
declared that the premier sought to 
cause irritation in the relations with the 
vatican instead of acting wisely and 
broadly with a view to improving them. 
The rupture, he asserted, was the work 
of M. Combes, who must bear the re- 
sponsibility. 

The vote was then taken. Premier 
Combes’ large majority was vigorous- 
ly applauded. The majority ‘s larger 
than that which the premier hag at the 
last session, and this fact insures the 
earrying out of the prime minister’s 
policy concerning the separation of the 
church and state.

Esopus, N. Y¥., October 22.—In a speecs 
on the tariff issue today Judge Parker 
replied to remarks on that subject from 
/men representing six distinct New York 
delegations which were received at Rose- 


mount. 

The delegations were from the Harlem 
|Democratic Club, Central Parker Inde- 
pendent Club, West Side Parker Inde- 
pendent (ub, Reform Club, Business 
Men’s Parker and Davis Association and 
the New York State League of Parker 
and Davis Clubs. 

The day was not pleasant for an out- 
door political gathering. Fleeting clouds 
velled the sky, the air was chilly and 
during the noon hour a cold rain began 
to fall. 

The Harlem Club, accompanied by 4 
band, arrived on the steamer Sagamore, 
and marched up to Judge Parker's house. 
The visitors made themselves at home 
on the grounds until the arrival of the 
other delegations over the West Shore 
ra{lroad. 

The speakers on behalf of the visiting 
delegations were Isaac A. Hopper, for the 
Harlem Club; Louis R. Ehrich. for the 
independent elubs, and Everett V. Ab- 
bot for the reform club. 

Mr. Hopper presented to Judge PawfKer 
an engrossed copy of resolutions in sup- 
port of the democratic national ticket 
which were adopted at a recent meeting 
of the Harlem Club. 

Judge Parker’s Speech. 

In reply to the delegation Judge Pa rker 
raid: 

‘Inasmuch as the law puts the tariff 
benefits exclusively in the hands of the 
capitalist and provides no means for the 
wage worker his share of the system it 
virtually says: 

‘Let the government take care of the 
rich ‘and the rich will take care of the 
poor. It Is a short step to say, ‘Let the 
government take care of everybody, 4 
doctrine abhorred by all sound thinkers.’ 
But it is not true chat the greatly en- 
larged profits are on that account di- 
vided among the workmen helping to pro- 
duce them. The advance in wages is not 
due, as a rule, to a desire on the part 
of the employer to share profits with the 
workmen, but rather to the organization 
of the workmen.’’ 

“In order to unde@stand our present sit- 
uation in respect to the tariff it is best 
to glance at the past and see how we 
reached the position we now occupy. Our 
political opponents usually point to Al- 
exander Hamilton as the founder and ex- 
pounder of the protective system and 
they are never weary of quoting from 
his report of 1791 in support of their 
positions. They always speak of Ham- 
ilton’s report on manufactures as though 
it were a report on protection. Even the 
editor of his complete works, the pres- 
ent senator from Massachusetts, does 
so. Being a report on manufactures only, 
it does not justify protective duties on 
wool, coal, lumber, iron ore, borax and 
other products of the soil, mines and 
fisheries in which our present tariff 
abounds and without which it could not 
lasi. : 

“Take out of the tariff everything 
that Hamilton did not include in his 
report and the alliance interests which 
the tariff represents would be shattered in 
fragments. Hamilton said that his oop- 
ject Was to promote such manufactures 
‘as will tend to render the United 
States independent of foreign nations 
military and other essential suppiies. 
Does anybody say that we have not 
reached that condition? Does anybody 
contend that the United States is still 
dependent on foreign nations for mili- 
tary and other essential supplies? Have 
we not frequently heard the note ot 
alarm in Europe at the American in- 
vasion of the world’s markets by our 
manufactured goods and especially those 
of iron and steel? 

Hamilton’s Object Gained, 

“Whether Hamilton's conception as 
to the best way to establish manufactur- 
ing industries were right or not, the ob- 
ject which he sought was long since 
gained, but the protective tariff is now 
vastly higher than any that he fre- 
commended or probably conceived of. 
In this report Hamilton enumerated a 
number of manufacturing industries as 
already established in the United States 
in his time. Among these were leather, 
iron and steel. copper and brass tiles 
and pottery, wood, paper, hats, car- 
riages of all kinds and most articles of 
personal clothing and household use. 


Favorites Arranged Tariff. 


“The views which Senator Sherman ex- 
pressed on the Morrill bill and which 
many other republican statesmen enter- 
tained gained such, ascendancy in the 
councils of the party that a plan for re- 
vision of the tariff was made a distinc- 
tive feature of President Arthur’s admin- 
istration. With the sanction of a pro- 
tectionist congress a committee was ap- 
pointed for this purpose in 1882, consist- 
ing, with one exception, of the chosen 
representatives of the protected indus- 
tries. They spent several months taking 
testimony and made a report in which 
they summed up their conclusions in these 
words: 

“ ‘Barly in its deliberations the com- 
nission became convinced that a substan- 
tial reduction of tariff duties demanded 
not by a mere indiscriminate popular 
clamor, but the begt conservative epin- 
ion of the country concluding that which 
has in former times, been most. strenu- 
ous for the preservation of our national 
industrial defenses. Such a reduction of 
the existing tariff the commission regards 
not only as * @ ecognition of public 
sentiment and a measure of justice to

“IT cherish no grudges against men be- 
cause they are rich nor do I greatly 
blame them for taking the profits which 
unjust laws throw in their wav, but I 
protest against the unjust laws. I protest 
.gainst the men who make them and 
who stand ‘pat’ whenever anybody pro- 
poses to renenl or modify them. 

“In place of the pauper, later arrument 
and the infant industry 


the home market argument has substi- 
tuted and is now relied on so far as any 
argument is used. This assumes that 
without the tariff and indeed without the 
63 per cent. Dingley tariff we should have 
no home market for the farmer's pro- 
ducts or for any other products. This is 
a bogey to frighten children. So child- 
‘ish is it, in view of what Hamilton told 
us of the flourishing condition of large 
branches of manufacturing industry more 
than a century ago, and if all that has 
transpired since thaf, no answer to it fs 
reauired. What happened under the low 
| tariffs of 1846 and 1857? Was there any 
{lack of a home market then? On the con- 
trary, Senator Morrill, of Vermont, the 
‘father of the Morrill tariffs of the war 
period, said in a public debate that the 
' year 1860, which fell within this period, 
‘was ‘one of the most prosperous in our 
| history.’ This is also the testimony of 
| Professor Taussig in his tariff history of 
‘the United States, not alone as to the 
'vear 1860, but as to that period gener- 
ally. The same authority tells us that 
jour cotton spinning industry never grew 
imore rapidly or prospered more than un- 
| der the Walker tariff of 1846.

HERE lies in the mountains of north 

Georgia, where the main traveled 

road runs with indescribable diffi- 
culty and almost insurmountable grades 
from Gainesvile to Dahlonega, the lost 
elty of Knuckleville. 

Time was when Knuckleville was a 
hustling mining camp and a metropolis 
boasting of 1,200 population or more, 
and a bank and a main street and al!

The only busy department in city 
hall was the emigration department, and 
this continued activity killed the town. 

| Figuratively and literally, Knuckleville 
was bnilded on the sand, and when the 
'western storm came it descended upon

| lonega, On the other hand, was builded 
upon a rock, as the visitors’ shoe leather 
iwill attest at the close of the first day.

| tion of law and order throughout her 
history, notwithstanding the _ editorial

‘which is one of the best in the south, 
iwith Dr. Glenn, of Georgia; and Major 
Tillotson, of the United States army, at 
‘its head.

_gia is just now waiting for the return of

‘old activity and prosperity of the days 
ipefore California became such a winning 
|rival. And there are many who will tell 
|you that the return of the tide is just 
‘setting toward Georgia now. Of course 
|the mines have been operated during the 
‘entire time, but lately a number of 
‘northern capitalists have been in Dah- 
lonega, and it is reported that their mis- 
sion is to develop the properties on a 
big scale. 

One of the most unfortunate circum- 
stances about the days of Dahlonega and 
Knuckleville is the fact that there was 
no Bret Harte or Alfred Henry Lewis 
to leave pictures of these picturesque 
| days. Very many of these same charac- 
|ters of Bret Harte were southerners in 
California, and it {s very possible that 
many of his personages of fiction came 
straight from the mineg. about Dah- 
lonega.

KEEP UP THE FIGHT, AND LOOK TOWARD THE SEA! 


In their efforts to secure justice at the hands of the railroads and in their 
~| determination to secure relief, the businss men of Atlanta have, and should 
have, the hearty sympathy and cooperation of all the people. The fight they 
have inaugurated will go on and must bring definite results. It is a campaiga 
based solely upon right, and there can be no permanent settlement of the 
issues of such a controversy unless it is a settlement based on absolute justice. 

The flood of light thrown on the question of freight rate discrimination 
against Atlanta as the result of the efforts of the Atlanta Freight Bureau has 
astonished even the people of Atlanta who did not realize the heavy weignt 
of the oppression under which they have so long suffered. No city in Amer- 
ica of the size of Atlanta has suffered as much, and it is no wonder that the 
patience of its business men is well nigh exhausted, and that they have insti- 
tuted more actively than ever a campaign for relief. 

As the matter now stands Atlanta has notified the railroads that they 
need ask for nothing else from Atlanta until the railroads are ready to give 
Atlanta justice in return. 

As a matter of policy this is well enough as far as it goes— 

BUT IT DOES NOT GO FAR ENOUGH! 

If nothing else is to be done, and if the railroads “stand pat” and Atlanta 
“stands pat,” the city has made no material progress toward relief. 

There is still another step that can be taken in addition to all other 
things that are being done, and that is for Atlanta— 

TO LOOK TOWARD THE SEA! 

In the consideration of this great issue—and it is an issue vital not only 
to Atlanta, but to the entire state—these questions naturally arise: 

Is there any way by which Atlanta can secure not only temporary but 
permanent relief? Is there any way by which absolute protection against 
future discrimination can be insured? 

The more these questions are asked, the more strongly grows the con- 
viction, previously expressed by The Constitution, that coincident with the 
present fight and as a part of it there should be a business, practical move- 
ment looking to the construction of an independent line of railway from 
Atlanta, the business center of Georgia, to some coast port. 

There is nothing ephemeral about such a project. There can be not the 
slightest doubt of its practicability, nor can there be any doubt that it would 
bring lasting and permanent results of the kind desired. 

First a word about the results: 

There can be no question that with the opening of a new and independent 
line from some one of the available gulf or Atlantic ports to Atlanta, there 
would be an immediate tumbling of freight rates. It is only necessary to cite 
the experiences of some other cities which once suffered as serious a handicap 
as that under which Atlanta now rests. 

There was Birmingham, to illustrate. 

Not so very many years ago Birmingham suffered just as Atlanta now 
suffers. Her‘situation in the railroad world was almost exactly that of At- 
lanta—an inland point approximately the same distance from the Ohio river 
crossings on one side and the gulf ports on the other, and on these points the 
freight rates were based. Then came the indpendent Kansas City, Memphis 
and Birmingham railroad, and immediately the railroad systems which had 
before that held the Alabama city in their grasp, were compelled to give lower 
rates to meet this new competition. The advantage thus gained has been 
ever since held by Birmingham. 


Look at Cincinnati’s experience! The business men of the Ohio metro: | 


polis found that practically the entire territory south of that city—a territory 
from which they were entitled to a large amount of business—was for ail 
practical purposes closed to Cincinnati by railroad conditions which operated 
to the benefit of her business rival, Louisville. In vain they endeavored to 
secure equal treatment from the great system which enjoyed a monopoly of 
transportation through that territory. Finally the loss of business thus 
involved became so great that Cincinnati rose in her mignt and constructed 
her own line into the heart of the south, the Cincinnati Southern.

And the advantage thus secured can be safeguarded in a way that will | 
insure their permanency. 

This is a highly important fact to be borne in mind. 

Now what are the possibilities in the way of independent lines? 

We have called attention to two of them; there is a third. 

Taking them in the order of work already done, these are: 

First—The extension to Atlanta by way of Columbus of the Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama, which has been completed, and is in operation from. 


Carrabelle, near Appalachicola to Cuthbert, and is to be pushed through to, 


Columbus. Already practically half the distance betwéen the gulf port and 
Atlanta has been covered. 

Second—The line now under way from Pensacola to Andalusia, Alabama, 
which could easily be carried through to Atlanta by Columbus.. 

Third—The line from St. Andrew’s Bay, which is midway between Carra- 
belle and Pensacola, to Columbus and on to Atlanta. The charter for this 
line has been granted by the states of Florida and Alabama, and the project 
has got beyond the dream stage. 

All of these lines pierce valuable territory. Each and every one of them 
is feasible from a strictly business standpoint. Some-one or all of them 
would undoubtedly have been taken up before this by some one of the biz 
systems doing business in that section of the south except for a reason not 
generally understood. 

That is the understanding between the different big systems that each | 
will recognize the other’s “‘sphere of influence.” 

In plain language, this means that there has been an understood, if not 
actual, allotment of territory among the big systems to respect the ownership 


to each of certain valuable territory which, under existing conditions, it now | 


controls. Over which, in other words, it enjoys a monopoly. 

To illustrate: 
valuable territory. The Central of Georgia reaches Andalusia, and the most 
natural thing in the world would be for this system to construct its line down 
to Pensacola, thus gaining a highly valuable gulf port. But Pensacola “be- 
longs” to the Louisville and Nashville system. Pensacola is bottled up on 
all sides by the Louisville and Nashville, which enjoys a valuable monopoly 
to the incidental but actual detriment of the business men of Pensacola, who. 
for one thing, are most anxious to have access to the «aluable territory be- 
tween that city and Andalusia. But the Central stays out of that port because 
it knows if it were to tap that territory which “belongs” to the Louisville and 
Nashville, the result would be reprisal in the territory which, under this 
understanding, “belongs” to the Central. 

Hence it is that the big systems have, none of them, taken up any of 
these projects. Any one of these will disturb the monopolistic status, which 
is too good a tMing for those now on the inside. The big railroad systems in 
the southern states are perfectly willing to “stand pat” on conditions as they 
are. But Atlanta is not. 

Now, with regard to the possibility of putting any one of these projects 
through to Atlanta—the expense involved—there can be no question that the 
problem is a comparatively simple one. There is plenty of money in this 
country seeking investment of as substantial character as would be presented 
in a railroad project of this kind. If anything like the same interest ‘s man- 
ifested by the business men of Atlanta in such a project as nas been show. 
in the other phases of this freight-rate fight, and if that interest is given 
practical form, the independent line to the gulf—or to the Atlantic, if pre- 
ferable—could be made a reality, and such a reality as wouid iasure perma- 
nent justice to this city and all Georgia in the matter of freight rates. 

What has been done by other cities can, we repeat, be done by Atlanta: 
and such a line as is here referred to could be put through without anything 
like the cash outlay that its construction some years ago would have involved. 
All that is necessary, as we have pointed out, is some sort of guarantee of 
business patronage, put in practical form. There would be no difficulty iu 
working out the details. 

But, it will be asked, what is to prevent such a line being eventually 
absorbed by one of the big systems and the present monopolistic conditions 
being restored? 

Again it is well to look to the experience of Cincinnati. After being 
operated for years as an independent line, the Cincinnati Southern, or tne 
Queen and Crescent as it became, passed into the hands of the Southern 
Railway system. But how? Under conditions which absolutely safeguarded 
the interests of Cincinnati, for which the line was originally constructed. And

“You ask for my views on the national 
Political situation from the southern 
standpoint. 

“At the usua} risk of offending some 
Of the tenderfeet of the ‘independent’ 
press, and with becoming resignation to 
receive the criticism always to be ex- 
pected from the republican press when 
the truth is told as to why the south !s 
solidly democratic, I cheerfully respond 
to your request. 

“However great the variety of reasons 
that go to make the south solidly demo- 
_Cratic—and there are more than one— 
there can be no doubt that the all ab- 
torbing, dominating and ever controlling 
factor in Influencing the southern states 
to united political action is the attitude 
of the republican party on the race ques- 
tion. The people of the south believe that 
the political influences now dominating 
the republican party are bent upon & 
ruthless disregard of the sentiment of 
the white people of the south, as fllus- 
trated in the manner in which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has ridden rough shod 
over public opinion in the matter of fed- 
eral appointments in communities which 
believe that the best sentiment of the 
people is entitled to at least reasonable 
consideration in the sélection of those 
designated to serve as local officials. 

“Tet me say, in beginning, that I think 
{t most unfortunate for the country at 
large that there should be sectional dl- 
vision along political lines. It would be 
infinitely better for the south, for the 
north, and for the whole country, if the 
people of all the states could divide along 
purely economic issues—as the southern 
states cannot now do, and as they never 
will and ought never do, so long as the 
shadow of subjection to negro authority 
hangs over them.

pointment, 

“How different was President Roose- 
velt’s manner of dealing with the Crum 
case in Charleston! 

“Admitting that he was under political 
Obligation to Crum, tuere can be no doubt 
that had the president been disposed to 
treat the city of Charleston with ordi- 
nary consideration, instead of taking ad- 
vantage of its political helplessness to 
turn a convention trick for his own self- 
ish purpose, he could have dealt with the 
question as McKinley did—in a way that 
would easily. have satisfied Crum and at 
the same time given no offense to those 
who were protesting against Crum’s ap- 
pointment.

try, it is worthy of note that the repre- 
sentatives of foreign governments in 
their dealings with the office of collector 
of the port of Charleston now conduct

“Even the republican senate halted 
three times at the confirmation of Crum’s 
nomination, but each time, with reckless 
display o7 political fireworks, intended 
to appeal to race prejudice which would 
react for partisan purposes, the nomina- 
tion was returned.

Coleman lost his life and the 18 months 
old baby narrowly escaped death fn the 
flames, 

The crime is saff to have been one of 
the most astrocilous in the history of 
Payette county. Mr. and Mrs. Coleman 
were out in their cotton field looking af- 
ter the work of gathering the crop, when 
a black cloud of smoke was seen coming 
from their home. 

Mr. Coleman rushed to the house and 
rescued the youngest child, then went 
back into the smoke and flames for the 
S-year-old boy, who was s0 badly burn- 
e@ that he died the next day. 

While the criminal 
known, they are suspicfous of certain 
parties who were not on the best terms 
with Coleman. There is reason to believe 
also that the incendiary knew the chil- 
@ren were in the house and that the 
mother and father were away when he 
‘@ppiied the torch. The criminal, it ts 
@aid, is a white man.

In the action of the pres!dent in accred- 
iting to the Panaman government such a 
distinguished envoy as Secretary Taft, 
Whom the isthmiang regard as eminently 
fair, the Panaman government sees hope 
of viehting a number of wrongs under 
which it is now suffering. 

Panama Government Dissatisfied. 

“Popular as ig the American minister 
to Panama and the governor of the canal 
zone, there are a number of questions of 
vital importance to the isthmus which 
Mave not yet been settled to the satis- 
faction of the Panaman government, In 
the forefront of these are three problems 
Which Secretary Taft will be asked to 
solve, the postal regulations, the ques- 
tion of customs duties and the far-reach- 
ing question of jurisdiction in the termi- 
naj citits of Panama and Colon. The 
Panaman government declines to accept 
the interpretations placed upon the treaty 
by Mr. Bunua-Variila, which t&kes away 
all the land in those cities not now aic- 
tually covered by residences. Panama and 
Colon will prasper rapidly after the ca- 
nal work has started; they will need con- 
giderable territory over Which to ex- 
pand. We are confident that Secretary 
Taft will be quick to see the justice of 
our contentions, 

“As for the postal question, a postage 
stamp in Panama costs 5 cents. When 
Governor Generajl Davis sold stamps at 
2 <ents each, it ig not surprising that the 
people bought stamps of him rather than 
of the Panaman authorities. 

“Then there ig the troublesome ques- 
tion of customs regulations between the 
government of Panama and the canal 
gone. JI am of the opinion that a new 
commercial treaty will be the most gat- 
isfactory solution. In thig treaty can be 
imcorporated several important modifica- 
tions of the present cana! treaty and I 
hope that this additional convention can 
be concluded after brief negotiations.”

| Genera] Kuropatkin has again display-

of victory. By withdrawing his shattered 

left wing under shelter of the right cen- . 

ter he succeeded in the gigantic task of 

taking 30,000 wounded off the field of 
battle, and more than th!s, according to 
all indications, he reorganized and re- 
|formed his broken legions and again 
confronts the Japanese across the Stakle 
| river. A resumption of the conflict on 
a large scale is believed to be imminent. 

That Kuropatkin, after losing close to 
40,000 men, was able to résume the of- 
fensive within a fortnight, constitutes a 
feat in military history.

By the grace of a safety secured by 
Tech in the middle of the first half, after 
repeated attempts to make a touchdown 
had failed, the Blacksmiths secured a 
victory over the Tennessee eleven yester- 
day afternoon in a game which for bril- 
liant, nerve-racking work has seldom 
been equaled in Atlanta. 


Tech had rushed the ball down the. 


field within a few yards of Tennessee’s 
goal. Then came the hard luck story 
which kept down the score repeatedly. 
Three times Tedh sent men plunging 
through the line with the ball, hoping 
for the needed gain and failed to make 
the distance finally by a short space. 

Tennessee got the ball on downs and 
began to send runners into the Tech line 
trying for first down by line bucks alone. 
Tech stiffened and held them for two 
downs. 

Then Bean dropped back for a punt, to 
send the ball out of danger. The pass 
Was poor and precious time was lost 
while Tech was knocking at the Tennes- 
see line for admission. W. Wilson plunged 
through the line, catching Bean around 
the waist and throwing him back across 
the goal line just as he tried to run the 
ball. out. 

Coach Heisman declared that when he 
reached the scene the ball was not over 
the line, being just 2 feet or so outside. 
As it was the Tech gained two points. 
Had the officials decided that the ball 
was not over and not declared a safety 
in all probability Tech would have rush- 
ed it over for the 2 feet needed and a 
touchdown would have been the result. 

Tech’s Claim Secure. 

The result of the game gives Tech 
a right to claim admission into the first 
rank of football teams of the south. It 
was true that her formations were fre- 
quently smashed and the man with the 
ball nipped as if by a pair of clinchers 
before he ever started to run, but the 
fighting spirit of the Tech showed plainly 
throughout that struggle and proved the 
Blacksmiths able to put up a stiff fight 
against any team in the south. 

The game showed the queer things that 
sometimes happen in football. Up to this 
time {it has always been supposed and 
stated that the Tech offense was decided- 
ly stronger than the defense, and those 
who went to see the game yesterday and 
knew anything of footnall expected to see 
a romping match up and down the field, 
the @dvwantage always favoring fthe side 
with the ball. This romping match fail- 
ed to materialize. For Tech offense 
proved stronger than Tech defense. Ten- 
mnessee tried little else save bucks 
through the line. Her men did their very 
best to penetrate that line by line 
plunges, hoping to find a weak spot and 
wear out the men stationed there. 

They worked in vain. That Tech line 
was as strong as a wall against their at- 
tacks, and while of course at times they 
made their downs, and at times rushed 
the ball for good gains, {t was seldom 
that these times came together. As a 
general thing, after securing the ball Ten 
nessée rushed the line for two downs, and 
then sent either Bean or Watkins back 
to punt the oval out of danger.

Bervice’” carries with it disqualification 
to hold either military or civil office, but 
the governor is given the right to modify 
the order so as to remove the disability 
to hold civi)] office.

New York, October 22.—The stock mar- 
ket again was the center of interest in 
the financial world. What has heretofore 
been pointed out in these letters is daily 
becoming more manifest—that the present 
clse is much like that of the spring of 
1901. The pwhlic was in it more this 
week than at any time since last sum- 
mer. 

Most of the local newspapers having 
been wrong in their theories ag to the 
boom, finally swung around and gave 
credit where it was due, though express- 
ing dowbts as to the merits of the rise. 
They gave full credit to public buying 
‘and said little ebout professionalism. 

What everybody now wants to know 
is, “How much further Is the advance 
going?” It was clear that there were 
many @isappointed ones, because they did 
not have the foresight to buy United 
States Steel common under 9 and sel! it 
this week at 22, or the preferred around 
60 and dispose of it at 83, to say noth- 
ing of other stocks which ran up 25 or 
30 points. 

_ There ig a growing disposition to take 
tips and jump in, leaving the rest to 
Providence. It is common opinion that 
many standard stocks are about high | 


enough, but that the specialties and low- | : 


priced issues, notably the industrials, are 
in for a further advance of 5 to 10 
voints. 

Traders Picking Winners. 

Traders are busy trying to “pick the 
winners’ and late in the week were will- 
ing to try their luck on any of the old 
Speculative favorites, such as United 
States Leather common, which once ad- 
vanced from around 8 to 40, ur Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit, which has a record for 
traveling faster than any other stock 
on the list. The theory usually offered 
is that what was once done may be 
done again.

@® the galleries—a sort of warning that 
certain persons must not be held respon- 
sible in\.case prices reacted again, after 
going uP. 

Still Mr. Vanderlip’s optimistic view 
of the business outlook was calculated 
to inspire confidence and induce people 
to buy stocks, and many did What many 
persons wanted to know was whether 
the Standard O!] interests were selling 
stocks this week. The answers were 
“yes” ang “no.” <A popular view is that 
these interests are so bullish on the ait- 
vation that they hope to see prices g0 
much higher and that they will be “un- 
loading’ after there has been another 
lift. One thing seems likely, that thoir 
hand is plainly visible in a group of 
stocks which for a long time have been, 
by turns, the market leaders, and by put- 
ting them un judiciously they have 
done much to bring out the boom. As 
heretofore stated in these letters, a 
great poo] is In the background of the 
stock market, but the Standard Oil peo- 
ple are the principal members of it and 
they dictate its policy. The organizer

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, October 22.—The } "or 
Financier Says this week: ee 

“The feature of the Official statement 
of the New York associated banks last 
week was the remarkable discrepancy 
between the cash movement as reported 
in the statement and that which was 
estimated on the basis of the traceable 
changes in thig item during the week, 
the official return Showing a gain of 
$3,535,800, while the estimates indicated 
& loss of $295,300. Inasmuch as in the 
previous week there was quite as remark- 
able a discrepancy between the officially 
reported and the estimated movement of 
cash, it seems probable that the discrep- 
ancy last week was due to the adjust- 
ment of averages in the cash item, a 
large part of the gain in the previous 


| week being brought over into last week. 


It also appears likely that the remark- 
ably large increase last week was due to 
unrecorded movements of money hither 
from the interior or to the absence of 
withdrawals of funds by Institutions in 
neighboring cities because of the oppor- 


tunities which were offered patrons of 


these banks for speculation in the byom- | 
(ing stock marxet. 


Weposits were in- 
creased last week by $6,559,000, as the 
result of which the required reserve was 
augmented $1,639,750.

New York, October 22.—The volume of 
dealings in stocks has risen this week to 
an average of more than a million and a 
half shares a day and the question of 
the active interest in the market of a 
large following outside of Wall street 
has become no longer debatable. AS a 
normal response to this development 
there has been a free distribution of hold- 


ings to the newcomers in the market by | 


the speculators who saw attractive profits 
on the previous extensive rise. The mar- 
ket showed the effect of this realizing 
and by midweek was subjected to a sharp 
reaction in consequence of the increasing 
burden of the selling and the formation 
of an influential party amongst sold out 
bulls. There was nothing in the week’s 
news to discourage the rise In the mar- 
ket. and the good news of the week had

ANCOCK GRADUATED NOTED LEADERS 105 YEARS AGO ‘ 


Notable School at Powelton Which Fitted Out Many of Georgia's Most Distinguished Public Servants

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HH ciiieat aritele on “Historic 

Mount Zion Academy in Hancock 

County,” edited by Rev. J. 5. 
Bryan, brings to mind many remini- 
sences connected with the plans well 
laid. and wisely carrled out for early 
education in Hancock, for severa] de- 
cafes known as the “Banner County of 
Georgia.” . 

Some of the foremost men of the state 
received their academical education in 
(Hancock. This county was first settled 
in 1786 and in the same year, and an- 
tefating by 15 or 20 years, the founds- 
tion of the town of Mount Zion, Powel’s 
Creek Baptist church, I4 miles north- 
east of Sparta, was established. This 
shurch was a monument to the pious 
Mather, Silas Mercer, who planted, and 
of the son, Jesse Mercer, and under 
hip wise and faithful training, it be- 
Came ene of the most active, efficient 
@né benevolent bodies of the state. It 
Wem @ long time one of the important 
rallying points of the Baptist denomina- 
tion. The benevolent and hospitable 
epistt of its members, drew,to the 
(a place many sacred convocations of min- 
_ faters and ley brethren. 

The settlement soon grew into a vil- 
lage and assumed the name Of Powel- 
ten. By the efforts of this intelligent, 
enlightened church mainly, an academy 
of the highest order was established. 
Under its first teacher, a highly cul- 
tuged gentleman, Simpson Fouche, it 
commenced upon a_ respectable footing 
and was for at least fifty years greatly 
serviceable, not only to the Baptist de- 
nomination, but to the whole surround- 
ing county, regardless of creed. Al- 
though, from its commencement a denom- 
inational . echool, the trustees were 
guided by the most lHberal policy, and 
without respect to denominational con- 
sideration, always endeavored to procure 
the most competent teachers. It thus 
happened that the teachers were of dif- 
ferent denominations. 

Prominent among those who took active 
part in the early wpbuilding of Powel’s 
whurch and Powelton, is Rev. Jesse Mer- 
cer. He was pastor of this church at 
least 30 years, during which time he lived 
in the town some !0 or 15 years. Mr. 
Mercer’s personal appearance in the pul- 
pit at the commencement of his public 
ministry, was said to have been any- 
thing but prepossessing. He was slender 
and awkward in the extreme. In after 
life when his mind began to develop it- 
self, and the roughness of his manner 
Somewhat softened, he became much 
more engaging in appearance. The slen-

| Mr. Mercer spent his early youth and 
_“igorous manhood in promoting both 
-education and religion. These he always 
contended should go hand in hand. 4Al- 
_though spending most of his life in do- 
ing good to his fellow man, as a financier, 
he would have had few equals, as a jur- 
ist, he was discriminating and profound; 
as a statesman,-fe would have taken 
honorable station among the Shermans, 
the Clays, the Calhouns, Macons and 
Crawfords of the land. 

In educational matters of course the 
reader will remember that owing to Mr. 
| Mercer's love for education he devised 
and set on foot a scheme by which Mer- 
‘cer university, one of the brightest of 
'Georgia’s literary jewels, was founded, 
| drawing very liberally from his own 
purse for that purpose. Mr. Mercer was 
| vtry popular among the young people of 
(‘his differént congregations, so much so 
that for about twenty-five years of his 
‘public administration there was a popu- 
Har belief among them that if ‘Father 
Mercer’ did not marry them the couple 
felt that the work was scarcely well done, 
As an evidence of this high appreciation 
‘he was known to receive a better salary 
from marriage fees and perquisites than 
from all four of his well-to-do pastoral} 
charges. He is said to have preached the 
funefal sermons of seven deceased gov- 
ernors of Georgia. 

Although .very popular and comming- 
ling freely with the world, he was a very 
humble, plain and quiet unassuming man. 
And to his credit, be it said, that he is 
cne~of the very, very few divines who 
ever received the degree of D. D., and 
would not allow himself called doctor. 
With the exception of Henry Clay, Mr. 
Mercer goes on record as the only man 
begging his friends not to call him doc- 
tor, preferring the plain title ‘‘Brother 
Mercer” or “Mister Mercer.”’ 

Of the number of great and distinguish- 
ed Georgians who were educated at 
Powelton after the lapse of almost a cen- 
tury, I can mention Hon. Walter T. Col- 
quitt, who for many years grandly illus- 
trated Georgia in the halls of the United 
States congress. Mr. Colquitt was known 
all over the south from his force of ele- 
gance and manner of delivery as “the 
old war horse of Georgia.’’ Strictly hon- 
est and fearless, he did net fear on any 
occasion to express and act out the force 
of his convictions. 


A Railroad Builder. 

Mark A. Cooper, statesman, capitalist 
and pioneer iron manufacturer of the 
south, was also educated at Powelton. 
Mr. Coopger’s name was for at least a 
half eentury a household word in the 
homes of Georgia. It was a name that 
stood for purity, patriotism, wi§dom in 
statesmanship and nobility of personal 
character. Mr. Cooper adopted the pro- 
fession of law and moved to Putnam 
cOunty about the year 1818, while in this 
county he organized a company and 
furnished a plan for a cotton mill, one of 
the first in Georgia, called the Eatonton 
factory. He was the first to open the coal 
mines in Dade county, and on the Ten- 
nessee river, for shipment for manuafe- 
turing purposes in Georgia. While at 
Eatonton, in connection with Charles P. 
Gordon, he called the first public meeting | 
of the citizens of Putnam county to con- 
sider the policy of building a railroad 
from Augusta to Eafonton, ete. Before 
any charter was granted, a line surveyed

His descendants at the present writing 
are prominent in many departments of 
trade and several of the professions in 
Georgia. Atlanta knows the great worth 
of his children and his grandchildren. 

Turned Democrats. 

Messrs. Colquitt and Cooper, with their 
illustrious confrere, E. J. Black, in the 
early forties of the last century, were 
first and foremost in the United States 
congress to detect the infection of the 
nerthern wing of the whig party with 
the taints of abolitionism, and give out 
the alarm. At that time the whig party 
in the south was greatly in the majority, 
and by nine-tenths of the intelligent and 
better classes it was deemed an almost 
unpardonable sin to be a democrat. Yet

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GREAT RELIGIOUS CONVENTION 
AT THE ST. LOUIS WORLD'S FAIR 


Rev. Earnest Mobles, of Rome, Ga., Tells of Thril- 
ling and Long To Be Remembered 
Scenes. 


By Rev. Ernest Mobley. 


St. Louis, Mo., October 20.—(Special.)— 
The international missionary convention 
of the Christian church convened in S¢. 
Louis, Mo., October 13 to 18. Every state 
and territory was represented by a good 
delezation, and some twelve returned 
missionaries from foreign fields were 
Present. Nineteen thousand three hun- 
dred and thirty-one delegates were regis- 
tered. The sessions were held in the 
great music hall, where the democratic 
convention was held in July, and im- 
mense crowds attended every service. On 
Sunday afternoon, October 16, the mam- 
moth hall refused to accommodate the

great throngs of people who congregated: 


to participate in the communion services. 
Wight tables in different sections of the 
great auditorium, with 150 deacons to 
pass the emblems, made one of the 
marked features of the occasion. The St. 
Louis dailies unhesitatingly declared it 
the greatest service of the kind ever 
held in America. Every service has been 
characterized by a deep spiritual inter- 
est. Tuesday, October 18, the convention 
reached its transfiguration scene in the 
manifest enthusiasm concerning’ the 
prime cause of the inauguration of the 
Christian church movement, when Dr. 
G. H. Ball, of Keokuk college, Buffalo, 
N. Y., known as the most representative 
man of the Free Baptist denomination, 
presented the proposition to the conven- 
tion at the morning session following the 
reading of a report of a committee ap- 
pointed at the last convention of the 
Free Baptists to consider the propriety of 
the union of the two bodies. The report 
was favorable inasmuch as the doctrinal 


faith of the two is practically the same. | 


Dr. Ball was introduced and amid great 
enthusiasm said that the time had come 
for action. There was no reason why 
the two should not be one in name and 
spirit. The Baptist denomination which 
he represented is especially strong in 
the New England states. 

The union would add over 100,000 mem- 
bers to the Christian church and it seems 
ta be a most appropriate time for its 
consummation. 

Dr. Z. T. Sweeney, president of the 
American Missionary Society, who has 
been consul general to Constantinople 
and is now fish and game commissioner 
of Indianna, had for the subect of his 
_ convention address “Our Country and Our 
Cause.” He said in part: 

He claimed that our country represent- 
ed the highest type of Anglo-Saxon civ- 
ilizgation and our cause represented the 

highest type of New Testament Chris- 
tianity. He discwsesed the principles, 
movements and results of each. 

The fundamental principles of our civ- 
iligation are two: A belief in the father- 


hood of God and a belief in the brother- 
hood of man 

The fundamental principles of 
Cause are: 

The regnancy and governance of law in 
matters spiritual. 

The complete authority of the twelve 
apostles in religious matters, 

He traced authority from its primary 
source in God through three steps: First, 
God in Christ; second, Christ in the apos- 
tles; third, the aposties in the world. 

Third—Christ is the basic principle of 
all preaching and obedience. 

He next consideredsthe movements of

both civilization and Christianity, and 


|. showed that each had proceeded along 
| three different lines: First, the line of 


invasion; second, that of revolution; 
third, that of expansion. The Anglo- 
Saxon must expand, because God has 
given him—first, the expansive blood; 
second, the expansive brain; third, the 
expansive energy. Given all ‘these, ‘what 
president or administration can either 
hinder or help expansion? 

Fourth—God has placed the Anglo- 
Saxon in the center, from which al] ex- 
pansion must radiate. For 3,000 years 
men fought around a little pond they 
called the Mediterranean sea. For a half 
of-a millenium of years they have been 
fighting for the supremacy of the At- 
lantic ocean, but when the Panama canal] 
shall have been dug by American shovels, 
under the American flag—‘‘For the hand 
that opens the portal must forever hold 
the key’’—the battleground for all civ- 
ilizations will be transferred to the Pa- 
cific ocean, with the assurance that it 
shall go nowhere else until the angel 
shall stand upon the land and sea and 
swear by him that liveth forever that 
time shall be no more. Upon its bosom 
must be solved the problems of the hu- 
man race, and God has made of it an 
Anglo-Saxon arena. Anglo-Saxon hands 


hold the keys of all that is desirable and 
profitable on its shores, and they hold - 
them not by their own might and cun- 
ning, but by the direct providence of Al- | 
mighty God. 

Just as civilization has advanced, so

EXT to an actual defeat for a, 
commanding officer is the humilia- 
tion of having his strategic move- 
his enemy.

king of Syria was thus put to confusion. 
‘He said in the secrecy of his council of 
war, “I will make an 
the unwary Israelites 
such a point.”’ But 
victim evaded his well-made 
Again he said, ‘I will make a 
predatory incursion upon the enemy’s 
territory at such and such a point.”’ But, 
behold, to his confusion he found the 
Israelites -intrenched at that very point, 
at the very hour, in overwhelming num- 
bers and in battle array. 

The quaint narrative says. this occurred 
not once nor twice. It happened con- 
tinually and persistently. So much so 
that the king knew it could not be a 
coincidence. He could only account for 
it by treason among his staff officers. 
So he cried in a rage, “Who of us is 
for the king of Israel?” Some one in 
Benhadad’s council of war knew how the 
enemy was informed of the Syrians’ 
movements, for he. said, “There tgs no 
traitor among us, O king, but Elisha, the 
prophet, that is in Israel, telleth the king 
of Israe} the words that thou speakest 
in thy bed chamber.””’ Benhadad showed 
the characteristic obtuseness of a heathen 
when he undertook to cope with the in- 
finite power and wisdom of God.

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HE immensity and stupendous pro- 

portions of the American harvest, 

as revealed by October, the month 
of full granaries and generous plenty, is 
just at present startling the world, be- 
cause it is becoming every year more and 
more a generally recognized fact that to 
the farmer and his varied products is due 
the great and ever increasing prosperity 
enjoyed by Uncle Sam.

Sult is worth the trouble it has taken, 
for while in 187! the imports of Danish 
eggs inGreat Britain amounted to only 
$150,000, last year -they exceeded

waked up to the opportunities offered 
them for patriotic enterprise and profit. 
The marchioness of Salisbury and the 
other great folk who are furnishing the 
/means for the rejuvenation of the egg 
business in Great Britain make no money 
| out of it. Their depots are run in this 
| fashion; In the beginning every farm- 
er receives for his eggs the ruling local 
| price, whatever it may be. Here the 
society does him a good turn at the 
Start, for one of the things that has 
| heretofore crippled the British egg busi- 
ness is the fact that the retail dealer's 
traveling buyer—unpoetically known as 
the ‘“‘higgler’’—on whom the egg farmer 
had previously been chiefly dependent, 
paid him not the local price, but the 
lowest figure he could induce him to ac- 
cept. 

All the eggs it collects the society 
sends straight to London and there sells 
them to different large dairies and re- 
tai] dealers, not to mention the house of 
cOmmons and the ultra-exclusive Carlton 
Club, both of which have become regu- 
lar customers, Ag the London price of 
eggs is much higher than the country 
rate, the society, of course, makes a 
considerable profit on all its sales. The 
shipping expenses,.and those of maintain- 
ing the different depots, are not large, 
and after paying them the remaining 
profit is divided among the original sup- 
pliers of the eggs... The society has 
its own special stamp, known from’ its 
design as the ‘‘Rose stamp,” the im- 
print of whith is as good as an official 
birth certificate to the egg bearing it, 
and the titled’and influential folk inter- 
ested in the saciety urge their friends 
to insist on--the ‘“‘Rose brand” and to 
accept no substitutes.

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JAPAN AT WORLD'S FAIR 
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By Isma Dooly. 

T. LOUIS, October 22.—(Special.j— 

After what has proven to be the 

most pleasurable subject of study 
at the Loulsiana Purchase fair, the study 
of the display made by Japan, I recall 
with deep impression an article recently 
appearing in a London magazine, in 
which the writer called attention to the 
fact that the Japanese officia] when seen 
in public places was always “himself,” 
néver drunk, never telling cheap stories, 
never indulging in sprees—just “himself,” 
but always seeking to learn and minding 
his own business. 

This writer. had he visited the world’s 
fair, would have been convinced that 
his Obeervation of the Japanese official 
might have extended through every class, 
for self-respect, self-appreciation is evi- 
dent, as well in the lowliest of these yel- 
low skinned people who seem in the 
superb exhibith they are making here, 
to be celewrating the victorfés that have 
been theirs since the war began. 

In every building where art. science 
or industry are represented the Japanese 
have a complete exhibitlion—not mere 
specimens of this or that branch of in- 
dustry, but veritable little expositions 
of their work along every line. In the 
department of varied industries, in the 
Palace of Manufacturies, in the Liberal 
Arts, their exhibits are in the ascendency 


in size and variety, and in that striking | 


individuality which distinguishes ‘the 
work of the Japanese. From the gor- 
geous screens, inlaid woods and bric-a- 
brac, single pieces of the latter ranging 
in price from $65.000 to the tiny fans, 
parasols and gengaus, the Japanese ar-~ 
tist and artisan preserve that individual- 
ity of art and taste as distinctive as 
their yellow skin, their almost shaped, 
searching eye, their aimable cordia) man-

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ner, and their watchfulness of the duties 
devolving upon them—their personal ob- 
ligations. 

They are never seen chatting to one 
another in their own tongue while show- 
i\ing their wares to customers, as do the 
| People of nations of whiter skin. They 
| do not flatter the purchaser into listen- 
‘Ing to what they have to say, but with 
a scrutinizing eye, a cordial quiet man- 
ner, and a feigned humility, subtle in 
‘itself, they draw attention to their wares, 
'but all the time there asserts itself that 
self-appreciation that impresses one with 
the idea that the Jap has probably 
learned to love himself with the ‘high 
and holy love,” and does not have to go 
gadding about in search of something 
beyond his personal dominion. 

And perhaps it is just this “high and 
holy love” of the self of tvhich the 
philosopher talks that is enabling the 
Jap to mean so much to his nation, es- 
pecially to his nation tin this present 
emergency.

Striking Characteristics. 

So far the Japanese woman, unlike the 
other foreign women who are eager to 
assume modern garb, seem satisfied in 
their native: costume and the kimona as 
worn by them has a grace and dainti- 
ness that not always 
when worn by the women of this and 
other countries, when luxuriating in 
their boudoirs. 

The wife of the late Lafcadio Hearn al- 

ways wore her native garb; the poet 
Arnold’s wife, was likewise loyal to her 
clime, and Mrs. W. H. Morgan in her 
native garb was one of the sensations at 
the Metropolifan opera last season. And 
the little women here seem equally satis- 
fied with that style, their vanity doubft- 
less proclaiming. the fact that their cos- 
itume {s a part of their individuality and 
| completes the effect of their environment 
always studied in its picturesqueness, 
But their vast exhibits of all kinds, their 
bejeweled costumes, the exterior attrac- 
tiveness of these people are mere in- 
cidents when one considers their achieve- 
mMient along other lines, their present 
standing in the world of civilization. 


When it is considered that not until 
‘the year 1853-1854, when 
Perry made his historic expedition into 
Japan, did that nation see the practical 
working of a locomotive, the use of a 
telegraph wire; that.~there was not an 
inch of rail in Nippon; that there was not 
a single steamer under the Nippon flag 
on the Orient seas, and that it was a 
crime for a youth to leave his native 
heath, then are we brought face to face 
with the real greatness of these people. 

“In 1854,"" a Japanese writes declares, 
“the warships were high-sterned junks 
with crested sail, gray with banners, 
bright with shining spears and armors 
and swords,” picturesque, useless  ob- 
jects, while today Admiral Togo’s flag- 
ship, Mikasa, enjoys the distinction of 
being the greatest steamship in commis- 
sion, and the Japanese have been the first 
to put into actual and successful opera- 
tion the death dealing torpedo boats. _ 
But from a passing study of the nation 
as it now is and as it presents itself here, 
where so many countries and peoples are 
represented, it would seem that Japan 
must be one of the nations, if not the 
nation, to accept distinctly the message 
that the rarely understood German 
philosopher, Nietzsche, has given to civy- 
ilization.
